Lexington, Ky., Noveiulier 12 — Ac 
cording to the officers the story of the 
murder of O. T. Royse, a farmer who 
lived near f?arlielo, was told to them 
thi-. evening by Bud Thomas, a Negro, 
who, with his fattier, Dan Thomas, was 
I rought to the Payette county jail last 
iii^ht for fear of their liciii^' lynched, 
after a Coroner's jury had declared 
they had committed the Boyae murder. 
Thomas stated, the ofHcers say, that 
his father killed Mr. Royse white he, 
the sou, was jireseiit. 

Thonaa said his fathar told him 
to eome with him, aa ha wai going 
hunting. The father took with him a 
Hiiigle barreled shotgun, the son said. 
They went to the Royso place an 1 out 
to the barn. A litie later Mr. Kuyse 
aiipeared at the house, heated some 
^^>ltcr in an oM stove that was in the 
yaril and then came to the barn. The 
.Vej^roes were standing around the cor 
iier and when he came up to them Dan 
Thomas said he had come to take his 
hcirsi. away. To this Mr. Royse rvplieil, 
the Negro said, that he cuultl not get 
it, 81 Thomas owed a bill of $50 to him. 
After a short conversaliun Dan T)iomas 
raised the gun and tired, the shot tak- 
ing etTcit in .Mr. Ffoyse's che.st just 
below the neck. Ho was not killed by 
the flrst shot and the Negro reloaded 

the gun in. I sluit him twice morO. 

Body Ulddon Zn Wooda. 
They then carried tha dead man to 
the lumber pile in the woods where 

the t)ody was found and went to 
town by a roumbibout way, lea\ing 
tlio gua_iu a field some distance from 
the scene of tha killing. Bud Thomas 
-lid that they took moro' than 
T'liii from the dead man. He said 
tliat Ills father ha<l re|icati' 1 1 ^ < 'i 
niandei) him not to tell of the murder, 
and that since the Inquest he had 
bi'en cs|.e(ially persistent in liis de 
mauds not to tell, and that on his way 
here yesterday in the automobile he 
warned him n^>euit4|Uy to kot»p >si 
lent and that he woke him np several 
tinii's Uist night in the Jail and said: 
"I>on't tell!" 

Bud Thomas ia apparently about 25 
years old and his father about -^O. 
iDau TlMrasaa continues to d^oy nil 
knowledge of tha muxdar.

Anything that will 
improra the financial condition of tbe 
cotton growors, It la potntsd out, 
will Increaas the volume of their cash 
purchHFes and thus benefit general 
business conditions.

eess Karl took me under her special 

KMild.ince She Insisted Hint I should

" You had bettor put on nloves, or 
at any ratr tlie right-hand Klove," she 
said, aa 1 met her at the great en- 
trance. 

"I never wear gtovos if I can help 
it," 1 answered. "And on a hot day 

like this'" 

She lauphed. "Well. I have warned 
you You must buy your experlenc"." 

We de.scetided the steep slope to the 
vlllaKe. and stopped ut the post olllce; 
It wa.' likewise a cafe and a Renerul 
provision store. Several peasants sat 
at a table drInkiiiK beer, and two or 
Ih.-eo women were talUog With the 
poatmistreBB. When we entered, the 
poalmtatreaa ran from behind her 
counter, the peasants rose from their 
bench, and crowding round the Prln- 
oess Karl, they all kissed her rinht 
hand. To my Intense surprise, after 
ihey lind kissed the princess' hand, 
they each bestowed a similar atten 
tlon on ine. 

"I warned you to wear a glove," 
Bftid the princeaa, when the ceremony 
waa over. "Now you know the reaaon. 
Yon will flnlhthat whensTer yoa meet 
peasants, they will Uas your hand, 
They even leave their work In the 
fields, and run out Into the road Jf 
they 8e«) you passing. Last year a 
young attaehe from the PrtMu li em- 
baaay was staying here, and he had a 
great fright. He was wall-.liig along a 
road between aonie bean fields. The 
peaaanta were taking in the harvest, 
and to hia horror he saw them all, men 
and women, suddenly throw down 
their seytbss and rakes and rush to- 
ward htm from both aides. He waa 
convinced that they were going to at- 
tack and rob him; and so he took to 
his heels and ran He never stopped 
until he Kof to the Schloss; to this day 
he \> lll not believe that the poor peas- 
ants oiilv wished to kIsB his hand as a 
iiiaiiN "1 11 si)ept to an excellenz. At 
my home In Hungary fSS peaaanta 
kneel down and kiss the hem of your 
dresB." 

In these days sueh subservience 
aeema •incredible; but the custom ia a 
survival of the days whan all the peaa- 
anta were alavea, and the nobles had 

tbe power of life and death over them.

One Result of War of 1812. 
One hundred years ago the War of 
18 IS had virtually dosed so tar as 
the operations in the North were eon- 
cemed.

The hope of ob- 
taining the riorldas had encouraged 
the Southern states to enter Into the 
war The presiili iit had expected con- 
gress to approve the seizure of Span- 
ish Florida.

Congress waa at first re- 
luctant to act in tbe matter of Florida, 
which belonged to Spain, a friendly 
power.
